Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are drawn to sequences from the keyhole limpet haemocyanin subunit 2 (KLH2) from 
Megathura crenulata and specific sequences from several of the individual domains. 
The claimed invention differs from the prior art of record because Applicants have 
successfully shown that the glycosylation patterns of their invention is distinctly different 
to that of Gebauer et al. and that which is sold by Sigma Inc. because KLH from M. 
crenulata have novel and distinct glycosylation patterns as evidenced by Kurokawa et 
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al. (cited on IDS from 30 March 2006) and Geyer et al. (cited on IDS from 30 March 
2006). Production of KLH2 outside of the naturally occurring host will necessarily 
induce a different glycosylation pattern and thus Applicants have successfully 
demonstrated that the claimed invention is necessarily and inherently different than that 
of the prior art. The allowed claims are 25, 32-35 and 38.
